The 
Examiner suggested removing the term general, If applicable (such as referring to the straightness and width of the 
struts) or explaining the generally term structurally (such as the generally linear connecting member consisting of a 
linear middle portion with generally c-shaped ends). The inclusion of narrower c-shaped portions/strain relief in 
combination with clarifying the generally terminology appears to define over the prior rejections of record. The rejection 
under 112(1) was also discussed and the reference to only one width Ws in the specification inherently indicates 
uniform width of the strut over the section as shown in figure 6 . 
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
